However, it all 
comes to light if we examine how 
chlorophyll acts First of all, it is 
very close chemi ally to our own 
blood substances. In plants, chloro- 
phyll is the equivalent of our red 
blood cells, and when injected in 
the human body, can actually 
stimulate the production of red 
blood corpuscles.

Plant camellias in Lower South using a soil mixture 
round the roots composed of equal parts peat, sand, and 
garden soil. 

Feed your established camellias. Make holes 6 inches deep 
it 2-foot intervals under spread of branches. Pour a half cup

Keep feeding your roses with a complete plant food and 
dusting or spraying them with an all-purpose poison in 
Lower South.

Dig dahlias growing north of Atlanta and Memphis. Dig 
tuberous begonias and amaryliis in all sections of the South. 
You can leave most other bulbs in the ground unless they're 
too crowded 

Plant flowering bulbs—daffodils, ismene, hyacinth, tulips, 
scillas, ranunculus, and lilies—in Middle and Upper South. 
Plant cold-treated tulips, freesias, callas, and amaryllis in 
Lower South 

Plant all kinds of nursery plants as soon as available. 
These include hollies, junipers, lantana, crapemyrtle, euca- 
lyptus, fruit and nut trees 

Prune your grapes right after Thanksgiving, but delay 


pruning of most othe pl ints until late winter. 


CENTRAL-EAST 


Plant forsythia, daphne, lilac, spirea, and other spring- 
flowering shrubs now. Plant barberry and privet, but wait 
until spring for redbud, flowering almond, wisteria, dog- 
wood, althea, plum, and cherry. You can move deciduous 
trees like elms and sugar maples safely as soon as their leaves 


fall. Protect roots from sun and wind while digging holes for 
planting 

Feed your established spring-flowering shrubs now, and 
they ll do better in the spring. Use 4 pounds of plant food 
for a 10x10-foot area 


Plant hardy bulbs, including lilies, before the ground 
freezes, even if you have to dig in wet soil. Mulch your daf- 
fodils for continued root growth.

The first radical step in window protection was 
taken by the Romans, who used bronze frames or 
sashes into which they set small “panes” of various 
transiucent materials.

And in the ruins of Pompeii, bronze frames 
were found into which pieces of glass had been 
set. This, so far as is known, marks the beginning 
of the glazed window.
